October 7th, 1918. 


After a year's experionce with 
the Negro Welfare League in which there have cone 
many of the great problems which perplex the brain 
and the soul, many other experiencos, however, which 
were of an enduring pleasantness, I regret the action 
I must now take.

because of a recently accepted position I am now 
abking for a leave of absence for an indefinite period 
or tendering my resignation as Secretary of the Negro 
Welfare League of New Jerasy, pledging my financial, 
moral, and advisoty support to it and hoping sincerely, 
believing undoubtedly in ite success.
